We continue to work with the insurance on the Highway Garage.  The Engineer has the drawings done. 
The Alden Recreation Summer Program will have an insert for the Advertiser this week. 
There was an e mail notification that Rich Bartel, Operations Manager from Rural Metro and Jay Smith, 
Regional Director of Rural Metro have resigned. 
A letter was received from the Alden Garden Club regarding the Community Center, lighting issues and 
condition of the chairs.

 WHEREAS, the Town of Alden and Alden Youth Baseball, Inc. have come to full agreement on 
the terms of an Agreement to run from January 1, 2016 until December 31, 2016.

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1. The Town Board approves the attached Contract with Alden Youth Baseball, Inc., at a cost of 
$2,400.00, whereby Alden Youth Baseball, Inc. will purchase little league baseball uniforms for Alden 
Residents involved in the Alden Little League Baseball Program as being consistent with its policies and 
in the interest of the residents of the Town of Alden; 
 
2. The Town Supervisor of the Town of Alden is authorized to sign any and all necessary 
documents to effectuate the Agreement; and

and that a coordinated review shall be conducted. 

2. The Town of Alden Code Enforcement Officer is directed to send notice of this resolution to the 

New York State Department of Transportation; Erie County Department of Planning and the Genesee 

County Department of Planning.  

3. The Town Board has determined that it should be the Lead Agency for all environmental review 

of the Proposed Action.

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 WHEREAS, Nature’s Way is the lowest responsible bidder; and 
 
 WHEREAS, The Town Board after full and careful review and consideration of the request finds 
that it is in the public interest to authorize the core sampling. 
 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS, THAT:   
 

1. The Town Board approves the hiring of Nature’s Way to take twenty fore core samples, as 
described above, at a total cost of $2,280.00;
